On August 9,1974, Cana¬ 
dian Peacekeeping suffered 
its greatest single loss of life, 
when Syrian missiles shot 
down a clearly-marked Buf¬ 
falo transport aircraft, on a 
routine UN re-supply mis¬ 
sion - killing all nine Cana- 
dian peacekeepers on 

The province of Ontario 
acknowledged the date in 
2007; in 2008, the federal gov¬ 
ernment proclaimed National 
Peacekeepers Day - but years 
before official recognition, 
Bradford resident and vet¬ 
eran of UN Peacekeeping, G. 
Michael Comeau approached 
the local town council, to 
raise the United Nations flag 
in honour of all Peacekeepers 
and Peacemakers. 

Comeau once again 
helped to organize the 2016 
National Peacekeepers Day 
flag-raising in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, on Aug. 
4 - but announced that he 
was handing over the reins 
to friend and co-founder of 
the Central Ontario branch 
of CAVUNP (Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Veterans in United 
Nations Peacekeeping), Fem 
Taillefer.

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Parking concerns delay 
townhome approval

An application from BMA 
Developments for a zoning 
bylaw amendment to per¬ 
mit construction of 28 town- 
homes as part of Plan 51M- 
1001 was sent back to the 

cems about parking. 

Noting that the devel¬ 
oper included onstreet park¬ 
ing spaces on neighbouring 
Miller Park Ave. as part of its 
provision of parking spaces 
for the two townhouse blocks, 
Councillor Raj Sandhu com¬ 
pared the situation to what 
has happened on West Park 
Avenue: the developer will 
build, take the profit and 
leave, Sandhu said, and the 
town will be stuck with the 
long-term issues and resident 
complaints. 

“I don't want us to be left 
with a big mess,” agreed 
Councillor Peter Dykie Jr., 
pointing out that townhouse 
enclaves like Deer Run and 
Harmony Circle both pro¬ 
vide “pockets” of visitor park¬ 
ing, rather than expecting 


guests to park on neighbour¬ 
ing roads, inconveniencing 

"I’m going to vote No, if it 
stands the way it is,” Dykie 
said. “I would like to see 
more visitor parking built 
into this land.” 

Councillor Gary Baynes 
defended the proposal, not¬ 
ing that the town standard 
requires only 0.5 visitor park¬ 
ing spaces per unit; the BMA 
Developments proposal pro¬ 
vides 0.61 spaces. “It’s well 
within the guidelines." 

However, senior planner 
Alan Wiebe admitted that 
the 0.61 refers to the entire 
subdivision phase, not just 
the townhouse develop¬ 
ment. He told council that 
town staff did explore an off- 
street parking option - iden¬ 
tifying a portion of Block 129 
that could accommodate 
11 parking spaces, off the 
Angela St. cul-de-sac. 

The cost would come 
to about $11,000, to be 
deducted from the park¬ 
land allocation, Wiebe said, 
but would increase available 


parking to 0.68 spaces per 

Sandhu urged council to 
send the design back to staff, 
to work on the issue. “We 
owe it to this community, 
that we’re creating a safe 
environment,” he said. 

“Go back and make a safer 
neighbourhood... and pro¬ 
vide more parking," said 
Councillor Dykie. “I would 
not want to see us forcing 
parking on Miller Park Ave.” 

Several councillors ques¬ 
tioned why the cost of an 
off-street parking lot would 
come from the funds set 

Councillor Baynes called 
it “bizarre,” and Councillor 
Sandhu asked, “Why should 
the town be paying for the 
parking that is going to ben¬ 
efit the homes?” 

Council voted 6-2 to send 
the proposal back to staff 
to pursue off-street park¬ 
ing options, with only Dep¬ 
uty Mayor James Leduc and 
Councillor Gary Baynes vot¬ 
ing in favour of granting the 
zoning bylaw amendment.

aybe we were wrong 
when we called for 
an end to the current system of 
awarding the Summer Olympics, 
with all of the its bidding wars, 
hype, and impossible promises. 

We suggested it was time to 
permanently return the Olympics 
to their place of origin - to 
Greece - and stop the politicking, 
displacement of the poor to 
make way for new construction, 
and the overburdening of local 
economies, which have become 
part of the Olympic process. 

The Opening Ceremonies of 
the 2016 games in Rio de Janeiro 
provided at least one reason for 
maintaining the status quo, and 
awarding the Summer Olympics to 
a new location every four years: It 
does put the spotlight on the host 
country, for good or for ill - and 
provides a unique and unmatched 
opportunity to be heard. 

There is now no one who 
doesn’t know that Rio is struggling 
with poverty and violence in its 


favelas; that Zika virus has caused 
thousands of birth defects that 
will pose a challenge for Brazil 
for years to come; that efforts to 
improve Rio’s sewage treatment 
have been largely unavailing - or, 
on the flip side, that Brazilians are 
passionate about soccer, beach 
volleyball and the beauty of their 
country. 

And the message of the Opening 
Ceremonies, with its focus on 
climate change, the hazards of 
melting ice caps and rising sea 
levels, was unprecedented, as a 
wake-up call to the world from the 
country that contains the largest 
virgin expanse of rainforest. 

Other nations have used the 
games to boost national pride, 
and as a showcase to promote 
the success of existing political 
regimes and policies; this was 
perhaps the first time they were 
used to highlight an international 
problem, that goes beyond 
political boundaries. 

But the question remains, was 
the opportunity worth the cost?

It is great to see that, after months 
of opposition from concerned families 
and the Ontario PC Caucus, the Wynne 
Liberals have agreed to keep these schools 

Whether it is restoring funding for 
children with Autism, providing services 
for first responders with PTSD, and now 
the provincial and demonstration schools, 


it is clear that the Wynne Liberals are being 
forced to answer to effective opposition. 

After seeing the fallout of the Liberal 
Government’s backpedal on Autism 
funding, where affected families have yet 
to receive their promised funding, we will 
take this commitment with a grain of salt.

Laser targets ORNGE 

Innisfil - South Simcoe Police are 
seeking the assistance of the public after 
an ORNGE air ambulance helicopter 
pilot suffered a minor eye injury when 
hit by a laser over Innisfil. The helicopter 
was over Yonge and Lockhart Rd. on 
Sunday, Aug. 7, around 9:30 p.m., when 
the incident took place. The pilot was 
assessed at Sunnybrook Health Sciences 
Centre, and was unable to fly for the 
remainder of the shift, resulting in lost of 
use of an emergency helicopter. "We find 
this incident alarming,” said Constable 
Rich Williamson. "This sort of attack 
endangers both the flight crew and the 
patient on board. Pointing a laser at an 
aircraft is a criminal offence. This is not 
the first time this has happened to an 
ORNGE crew, and it has to stop." Anyone 
with information is asked to call 705-436- 
2141, or Crime Stoppers, 1-800-222-TIPS. 

Breach of recognizance 

Bradford - On Aug. 7, police were called 
to a Bradford home after a man on criminal 
charges breached his release conditions 
by harassing his ex-wife.
